But 'Mr. Joulliau should not 
lii> content to show that other foMls 
liavc advanced, lie must show wheth- 
er oysters were selling at a fair price, 
comparatively, ten years ago, and 
whether they ^re, food valno eonsider- 
ed, cheaper now than pork chops or 

loast beef. 

What the fooil valuo of a do/en oys 
ti rs is, in terma of steak or eggs, or 
-tated more scientifleally, Is doubtless 
well, but not widely, known. For gen 
I'latiiins it was said that there was as 
louch nourishment la aa as ia a 
(Kiund of beef.
